31 At the time the interference was declared, Mather was placed under an 

32 order to show cause why judgment should not be entered against it pursuant 

33 to 37 C.F.R. § 4 1 .202(d) (2006). 

34 A response to the order to show cause was not timely filed. 

35 On 3 1 July 2007, the lead paralegal for the Trial Procedures Section 

36 placed a telephone call to counsel for Mather — Mr. Ryan. 



1 Mr. Ryan in turn told the paralegal that Mather had not filed, and did 

2 not intend to file, a response to the order to show cause. 

3 Accordingly, entry of a judgment is now appropriate. 

4 Upon consideration of the record, including the phone call from the 

5 paralegal to Mr. Ryan and Mr. Ryan's response, it is 

6 ORDERDED that judgment on priority as to Count 1 (the sole 

7 count in the interference; Paper 1, page 7): 

8 A shape memory polymer comprising a reaction product of 

9 (1) styrene, (2) a vinyl compound other than styrene, (3) a 

10 multifunctional crosslinking agent, (4) an initiator and (5) a 

1 1 modifying polymer. 

1 2 is awarded against Junior Party PATRICK T. MATHER and 

13 CHANGDENG LIU. 

14 FURTHER ORDERED that Junior Party PATRICK T. 

1 5 MATHER and CHANGDENG LIU is not entitled to a patent containing 

16 claims 37-40 (corresponding to Count 1) of:
